BONN. Germany CAP1—Jewish 
leaders joined 
forces Thursday 
with a Church of England group 
and the mayor of West Berlin in 
demanding 
that

persons 
tainted with nazistm be thrown out 
of high places in West Germany. 
The swastika swabbing that be­ 
gan at a Cologne synagogue on 
Christmas eve continued unabated 
over much of the world. 
More and more voices were F**- 
ing heard in West Germany for 
an end to the ugly incidents which 
have given the government of 
Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer a 
black eye. 
The Bild Zeitung. a Hamburg 
tabloid whose three million circu­ 
lation is the biggest in West Ger­ 
many. published a front-page ar­ 
ticle bordered in black and red 
about an elderly .few who had 
come into the office and said 
" I ’m afraid again.” 
The World Jewish Congress sub­ 
mitted to the Foreign Office here 
a 12-point memorandum contain­ 
ing these principal demands:

A Needed Study 
Of Air Tragedy 


The Senate Commerce Subcommittee on 
Aviation next Tuesday begins hearings on air- 
line safety, but that doesn’t mean that Senator 
A. S. Mike Monroney (D-Okla.) is dissatisfied 
with the operation of his brain-child, the Federal 
Aviation Agency. This is the organization created 
by the 1958 Federal Aviation Act to take over 
the aviation functions of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, 
th e 
A irw ays 
Modernization 
Board, and the Secretary of Commerce, plus the 
safety regulation functions of the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board, 


What worries Monroney is that the 1959 air 
accident record was one of the worst in recent 
years. By December 20, deaths from crashes of 
scheduled airliners had soared to 329, more than 
twice those of 1958. Fatalities per thousand pas­ 
senger miles were at least double those of the 
preceding year. 
Monroney admit* he sees “no pattern” to 
Hie accidents. But when Congress enacted the 
1958 measure. Monroney points out, “the indus­ 
try and the public were assured that the appro­ 
priate Congressional committees would maintain 
vigilant oversight of the act s operation.” 
A* for the FAA, its policy is to make haste 
•lowly. As the agency pointed out in a state­ 
ment of December 31: “All specific airspace 
actions, as well as changes in instrument flight 
procedures, must be placed before the public 
for review and comment prior to finalization. 
Charts must be published to acquaint pilots with 


the airspace changes. Not only do these tasks 
Involve extensive detail, but the agency also 
must insure complete accuracy for the sake of 
safety.”

Small Papers 


It all started because of a belief that there is an 
inside story, something that is known only to an 
esoteric few 
So newsletters and small newspapers, 
typewritten, 
mimeographed 
and 
printed 
began 
to 
appear 
They arrive from all parts of the country. 
Come dial wiUi ' inside" stories, something that nobody 
else knows, something that gives anyone an advance 
notice of events to come 
Most of the m aterial can be 
found in newspapers and magazines. 
Some of the small papers deal with stock market 
information and while they usually avoid giving tips, 
their greatest value to the reader is that they point 
the way to an investment 
In a bullish market, such 
information does little harm, except that as the small 
boys say, everything that goes up must come down 
Most times the advice is given by such as do not invest 
because they have nothing to invest, but then they 
explain that it is not necessary to be a horse to under­ 
stand a horse, which is logic of a kind. 


Then, of rourse. there are the hate sheet* that 
fill the m ail; hate Jew s, hate Roman Catholics, 
hate N egroes; just hate because there is m oney in 
hating. 
These 
scurrilous sheet* 
m ust 
be 
very 
profitable because there are so many of them , ail 
badly written, vilely printed, historically incorrect. 
N evertheless, they com e week after w eek and som e­ 
one pavs the postage. 


Then there are the blackmail sheets. These un­ 
lovely documents are sometimes well-printed, on good 
paper and even cleverly written but always they praise 
lomeone so obviously that after an issue or two it is 
as clear as though put on a masthead, who pays the 
bill 
And always there is a defamation of character, 
an attack on an individual or on a business, a threat 
of more to come and an obvious indication that the 
subject to be discussed might find a way to have the 
whole thing dropped. 


There used to be a fellow in Shanghai, many 
years ago, who went by the title of journalist, who 
walking along the Bund or up Rubbling Well Road 
would encounter a subject, slop him , tell him a 
story and sw iftly turn on his heel and depart before 
the subject caught his breath, 
lf the subject did 
nothing about It. a subsequent issue of a sm all 
paper, labelled the “Go-Down,” would contain the 
story with the following introduction: “ It ha* been 
said, but it ha* not been denied." 


The current breed does not give that much notice. 
It explodes a tale to ruin a reputation, to break a 
business or to engage in a war of nerves. Sometimes, 
the so-called peep-hole columnists, lacking an item or 
two. will cull something from these small papers and 
thus a planted rumor about a lady’s virtue, a business­ 
m an’s prosperity, an important persons health, the 
relations of a husband and a wife will be given cred­ 
ence without investigation and without truth. 
The small papers come and go and their subscrip­ 
tion fees are comparatively exorbitant. They can af­ 
ford to charge whatever they choose, but many copies 
must bo sent free because although I subscribe to not 
a one. I receive many and in the course of a week am 
astonished at how many there are and how many 
unsavory persons must earn a living bringing unhappi­ 
ness to decent folks who are unwilling to defend them­ 
selves on the supposition that they will not dignify a 
louse. On the other hand, there are those who having 
once had some kind of misfortune, have subsequently 
lived lives of integrity and usefulness and have no 
desire to have old coals raked over. 


This is an ancient form of journalism and is, 
in a m anner, encouraged by the more* of the 
tim e*, which seem to recognize the disreputable 
as celebrities along with the most distinguished. 
Ladies of the night often appear in the new spapers 
as celebrities and business news often gives cred­ 
ence to the so-called geniuses who, in tim e, turn 
out to be frauds. 


The small paper is very much like payola on radio 
and television. 
It is a form of journalism which is 
very old indeed, probably as old as the human race 
and its particular format is based on the assumption 
that all the world enjoys seeing a fat and pompous 
person slip on a banana peel and fall on his face. It 
caters to primitive sadism

efforts to convincing the steel

This was no resort to empty 
threat, either Nixon and Mitchell 
quite simply gave the steel exe­ 
cutives 
their

a few 
days ago. 
Mitchell alone prob­ 
ably would not have been be­ 
lieved. Nixon had to be believed, 
however.

that time. the steel managements 
figuratively wrapped themselves
